| Of the Presidency of the Church of Jesus 
I Christ of Latter-day Saimts, from Great 
Salt Lake Valley, State af Deseret, to the 
Sants scattered throughout the Barth, 
Greeting 
, Bsroven Brutures:—Hyver mindfal of 
i tis Redeemer’s kingdom and of your inter- 
k est therein, we oledly improve the present. 
f moment rı expressing to you our watchful- 
f nesyand care concerame you, and concerning 
$ those things which may tend to your present 
Flappaness and future exaltation There ıs 
Pp thing that transpires around us, but what 
t las its tendency to mood or enl; and while 
l vearein the world, and are surrounded by 
k «rcumstenees and events which have a bear- 
p ing on our welfare, either fo. or against, it 
| becomes us, as Sats of the Most High, to 
i inform and become informed, and to treasure 
pa khnowledge and wisdom eoncermng all 
f ungs that are transpiring on earth, and in

the heavens, so far as 1t concerns us and we 
are permitted to know, and m hell toe, that 
we may be ready to shun every evil tenden- 
cy, and embrace all good; and 1f through our 
pen the wisdom of God shall be made manı- 
fest for your goad, comfort, consolation, and 
salvation, the greatest joy of our hearts will 
be realized. 

The church, of which you are members, 
was organized on the 6th of Apml, 1830; 
then consisting of six andividuais, since 
which time it has continued to increase, and 
to be persecuted and driven from town to 
town, from county to county, and from 
State to State, and out of the States, until its 
resting place ın the wilderness end valles of 
the mountains, 18 about thice thousand mules 
from the place of 1s orgamzation in the State 
of New York; and in those persecutions, 
prophets and apostles have heen martyred for 
the trath’s sake, and the elders have been 
scattered abroad on the four quarters of the 
earth, end the islands of the sea, preaching 
as they went fath on the Lord Jesus Chust, 
repentance; baptism for the remission of sins, 
the Taxing on of hands for the reception of 
the Holy Ghost; the Lords supper; the 
gatherms, the resurrection of the dead and 
eternal judgment; and hundreds of thous- 
ands have beheved and yielded obeckence to 
the heavenly message, and eye , prkeady 
wating the second coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who, ere long, will set his fect again 
on Mount Olivet, ond make Limself manila t 
unto Isracl, according to the preds trons of 
the ancient prophets; tos Terol mase be goh- 
ered from elinatious, and be again este’ ished 
in the land of then inheritance, awl Db Ie 
the wounds in the hands and s de ef Ri 
whom they have pierced, and ackneny, lode 
Him as their Savor, ther Redeemer, tho 
Holy One of Isracl The gathers cf l..u2k 
has olready coramenced, Judea is ieec iL 
ats ancient mhalitants, and the Iiely Oi.

Durimy the twenty-one years gree the or- 
ganization of the church, the cospel hag becn 
preached in Durope, Asa, A ica, Amores, 
the East and West Indies, and on mong 1s- 
lands and cle-iers of islands m the .itlatic 
and Pacific, many thousinds of the Saints 
have gathered from various parts of the earthy 
unto Zion, to Ameniea, the land which Ged 
has pointed out as a place of sufety for His 
people, in these last days, and which will 
prove a place of refuge for Lines, and princes, 
and nobles, and honorable men of the earth 
ofall natans, whether meh or poor, who cre 
disposed to seck refuge therem, when the 
overfiay ung scourges of God’s wrath shall de- 
stroy the nations, and depopulate the earth 
on account of the multiplied infidelity and 
abommations of the inhabitants thereof — 
The unparalleled spread of the gospel, m so 
short a space of time, and the rapid cather- 
ing of the Saints, is another token of Messi- 
ah’s near approach 

The mereasing convulsions of the nations, 
the maltiplied wars and rumors of wars, the 
mternal dissensions which threaten the dis- 
union and overthrow of the best governments 
on the earth; the increasing plagues and sick- 


ness in new and diversified forms, baffling 
the skill of the ablest physicians, and causing 
the wisdom of their wisest to perish; the in- 
creasing divisions among professing Chris- 
tian parties, and members of the same party, 
showing, daily, a greater and greater want 
of that union which must exst to secure the 
perpetuaty of the principles of nghteousness 
among any people, and without which God's 
kingdom cannot exist on earth or in the heay- 
ens, the merease of whirlwinds, hurneanes, 
tornadoes, and earthquakes; the increase of 
the loss of hfe by shipwreck and tempest, by 
steambeat explosions and burmings, the de- 
struction of life and property by murder and 
incendicrism, robbery, burglary, and theft, 
the fearful sights, and strange signs, and 
kneckings, and noises, fieqnently exlub- 
ited ın the heavens and on the earth; the m- 
cease of seers, and wizards, and diviners, 
and fanuhar spurts, and soothsayers, and as- 
trologers, who are charming the nat.ons with 
their magic arts, lulling the foolish to sleep 
with ther magnetic mfueace, deceiving 
priests and people by ther net.omancy, call- 
ing rain, snow, end fire frem heaven, and 
scattering abroad the hear frost ke a win- 
ta's maht, m their halls of science, and the 
people supporiirg thera by the futh, man- 
ence, aad money, leaving the peor, the wek, 
the widow and the fherless, to mourn for 
the comforts of hie in the solitary chensber, 
and the too general evisuyticas, and ahomi- 
notions, and defilement:, end pollntec prac- 
tees ef all ferh upon the Peo cf the earth: 
all, all these sgan eid weititude. mero cf a 
lie mature, now ustin >, are the Telidivent 
ofthe prevhee’cs, uctisl- of the anc ont 
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more, as multiplied signs shall confirm the 
approach ofthe mllenmal day. 

The Saints at home are making prepara- 
tions to receive the Sants from abroad, and 
we feel grateful to our heavenly Father that 
we can bear wifnessin truth, that the choice 
blessings of the God of Abraham have rested 
upon his people, in the vallies of the moun- 
tains, since we last wrote you. The winter 
has been mild, compared with most winters, 
and much business hat been transacted which 
could not have been done, had the weather 
been severe Several gram and hunber 
mills have been erected, in the various set- 
tlements, the past winter; many shingles 
have heen made, and all thatis wanting to 
bring them into unmediate use, 1s nais; and 
let the Saints, coming hither, rrmembes this 
in particular, Chairs and various articles of 
furniture ar» multiplying m our midst, Two 
or three threshing machines have been in 
successful operation in our volley, the past 
foll and vanton, which bave sayed the labor 
ofmany hundred days, which has been ap- 
preprated to cther chyects of improvement: 
ct more mest.nes will be wanted for thresh- 
iny inthis valloy, the present season, and al~ 
so in the vanou» secthuments of other valhes, 
and there is no far of brinsing too my, or 
too many fannie mill irons, and the most 
approved drafts for manuf.cturine the same

The State has appropriated two thousand 
dollars towards opening 2 woollen manufac- 
toryin this valley, the present season; and 
any amount of raw cotton, or cotton yarn, 
which may he brought hither, will prove 
highly useful to combine in certain fabrics, 
with the wool which grows m the valley.— 
Our pottery is nearly completed, and we are 
expecting to use China ware of our own 
manufacture in afew weeks. Cutlery estab- 
lishments have commenced in the city, on a 
small scale, but mere laberers are needed 

The snow fell on the mountains surround- 
ing thus valley onthe 10th of October, and 
hie con*inued to the present time, butin the

Elders Amasa Lyman and Charles C Rich 
tef this place early m March, with others, 
the camp amounting to about one hundred 
and fiity wagons, (some of which were to 
stop and locate themselves in Iron county,) 
for the purpoce of establishing a settlement 
m the southern part of California, at no great 
distance from San Diewo, and near Wiliams’ 
mache and the Cahone pats between which 
and Iron county, we design to establish set- 
ements as specdily as possible, which Elder 
Lyman will comiaence on his route, 2f piac- 
ticable, so as to have a continued line of stn- 
tions and plices of refreshment between this 
vont and tke Pactiic, which route is passa- 
ble during the winter months at 

March i4, we visited the Saints ia Uta 
ond organized a stake of Zion at Provo city, 
by appanting Isme Dhgh2c. president, with 
his counsellorc, gh council, and bishaps,— 
On the 24th, we yisited Elders Lyman and 
Rel scamp, at Payson, and saw them organ- 
wod ready for their departure Elder Pace 
presides over the branch at Payson, whichis 
sinated on Petectneetereek There are set- 
tements also, at Pleasant srove and Sprag- 
vile We LẸ Elder P. P Pratt, accompa- 
nied by Brhop John Murdock; ard Elders 
Wihham J Veikins, John S- Woodbury, 
Richard R. Hophine, Philo B. Wood, Borris 
Minor, and Timers A. Hammond, with Rl- 
der Lyman's coupany, on his misson to the 
Pacific. 

Our c.ty 1s now bomg fenced into blocks, 
instead of wards as formeily, and many 
uzde treed ere being set on the borders of 
the side-walke School houses have been 
built im most of the wards, both im the city 
ard country, and schools hivá been sus- 
tuned therein the past winter, end we joy- 
fully anticipate that the time hes arrived, 
when aur children may be peftakers of the 
Decsings af constantly continued schools, in 
their several nada. The Parent school is 
m suceessful operation in the council house, 
under the tation of Chancellor O Spencer 
and Regent W. W. Pholps The design of 
tais school is to prepare ats pupils to become 
teachers, and for all who may desire to ad- 


vance inthe higher branches of education 
Tt xs designed for the Parent school to be 
open continually. 

Hitherto, Cahfornia emigrants have been 
accustomed to leave their sick on our hands, 
at a heavy expense, and depart without no- 
tice, to turn their teams loose in our streets, 
and near our city, which has caused much 
destruction of crops and grass, so that if we 
wanted aload of hay, we have had to go from 
ten to twenty miles to procure 1t, and drive 
our cattle a still greater distance to herd the 
succeeding winter, but since the orgeniza- 
tion of a municipality, quarantine has been 
introduced, and no animals are permitted to 
roam withm the corporation, which extends 
to some six, or serght miles square, and when 
the surrounding lands are fenced, the ac- 
coramodations m our mediate vicinity, for 
those who travel by multitudes, will be 
small indeed, and, we believe it wall be more 
convenient for the great mass of travellers to 
the mines, to go by Fort Hall, or some route 
north of this, saving to themselves the ex- 
pense and hindrance of quarantine, and other 
inconveniences aiising frorn a temporary lo- 
cation near a populous city, where caftie are 
not permitted to run at large. - 

In view ot the anticipated change in our 
government, and to facilitate busmess, the 
General Assembly of Deseret appomted Gov 
Young their agent, to receive the $20,000 
appropriated by Congress to budd a State 
House nm Utah Yermtory, and cause said 
house to be erected without delay on Umon 
Square, m this city, a httle north-west of 
Temple block, and the Assembly adjourned 
sine die on Saturday last Dr J M., Bern- 
kisel bas been appointed by the President to 
sclect the Utah hbrary. for which Congress 
has appropriated S3000, and, at our latest ad- 
vices, he wasin New York, making the se- 
lection Dy. Bernhisel bas issued a circular, 
solding editors and publishers of resspa- 
pers, magazmes, pamphlets, and books, to 


+L -*-forward a copy of thei productions to Great 


Salt Lake City, for the henefit of Utah libra- 
yy. Weare happy m announcing the arn- 
val of a few papers and pamphlets already, 
and jfthe fiends cf scieuce generaliy shall 
respond tn like manner, by forwarding a copy 
of thar wouks, ave wil soon have a most val- 
uablejrenaing room attached to the Utah k- 
brary, which will cause the hieseangs of thou- 
sands torest upon the heads of the liberal do- 
nors 

The best mterests of the Perpetual Emi- 
grating Fund ac conhnually before us, and 
we would uige the unportance of its object 
upon all the Saints, and desire they would 
add io its funds by all laudable means, for 
when once a lme of communication is estab- 
lished between this and the Pacific, those 
funds can be made to bearma moe effectve 
manner than they can under existing circuri- 
stances We are looking forward in hope, 
that the time 1s not far distant, when the 
most speedy conveyance may be hid between 
this and the western const > 

It is wisdom fer the English Saints to 
cease emigration by the usual route through 
the States, and up the Missouri riyo, and re- 
mam where they are till they shall hear from 
us again, as itis our cesign to open up away 
across the interier of the coniment, by Pan- 
ama, Tehuantepec, or some of the interior 
routes, aud land them at San Diego, and 
thus save three thousand miles of mland nav- 
igation through a most sickly chmate and 


country. ‘The presidency in Liverpool will 
open every desirable correspondence in relæ 
tion to the various routes, and rates, and con- 
veniences, from Liverpool to San Diego, and 
make an early report, so that if possible the 
necessary preparations may be made for next 
fall’s emigration. 

We contemplate erecting a wall around the 
Temple block this seasgn, preparatory to lay- 
ing the foundation of afTemple the year fob” 
lowing, and this we be sure to do, 1f all 
the Saints shall prove themselves as ready to 
pay their tithing, and sacrifice and conse- 
crate of ther substance as freely 2s we will- 
and if the Saints do not pay their tithing, we 
can neither build or prepare for building; and 
if there shall be no Temple built, the “ain 
can have no endowments, andif thcy a ~ot 
receive their endowments, they can neve, u ` 
tam unto that salvation they oye anxiously 
looking for- So faras the Samtsin the Uni- 
ted Siates and Canada desire to see the work 
of the Lord prosper, let them arise ag one 
man, and come to Deseret, where they can 
do more for Zion in one pear than they can in 
many years where they are Come on tke 
Saints’ route north of the Platte, as we stated 
în our last epistle, leavmg the grave yards on

Cheap Postage triumphant in 
the House of Representatives.— 
We are happy to have it in our 
power to inform our readers, this 
morning, that postage reform has 
¿length been carried im the house 
of representatives. The reduction 
on the rates is not so much as we 
were in favor of; but we are satis- 
fied, for the present, with the ze- 
form that has been made. There 
is no doubt but that the house bill 
will be sanctioned by the senate. 
The bill directs that the post 
hereafter shail be as follows: 
On letters, irrespective of dis- 
tance, weighing half an ounce, 3 
cents; and every additional half 
ounce, or fraction of half ounce, to 
be charged 3 cents additional. On 
piinted matter of no greater weight 
than two ounces, one centis to be 
charged; bound books, weighing 
no more than thirty ounces, to be 
deemed mailable matter. News- 
papers, delivered within the state, 
are to be charged with half of the 
foregoing rates. No postage is to 
be charged on newspapers deliver- 
ed within the county in which 
they are published, nor within 
thirty miles of the place of publi- 
cation; and adeduction of fifty per 
cent on the postage of magazines 
is to be made when it is pre-paid. 
In order to furnish a convenient 
coim for post office purposes,three 


cent pieces, to be composed of 


three-fourths silver and one-fourth 
copper,are to be made at the mint, 
to counterfeit which will be pun- 
ished by fine and imprisonment. 
There is also a chauge made in 
the publication of uncalled for let- 
ters. The new law directs that 
letters that may be uncalled for 
two weeks shall be pubhshed but 
ence, Instead of three times as at 
present There is another featme 
ofthis law which will commend 
1t to general favor, viz: the estab- 
lishing of penny post offices in the 
large cities, on the English plan. 


This will be a great accommoda- 
tion. The present bill appropri- 
ates the sum of a million anda 
half of dollars to provide for any 
deficiency that may arise in con- 
sequence of the reduction of pos- 
tage. On the whole, the buill is 
very good, and we have no doubt 
it will be acceptable to the public 
generally. It was carried by a 
vote of 130 to 75.—N. Y. Herald 
Janyary 18.

A FEW HINTS ON AGRICULTURE. 
The first thing to secure a good cropis 
to get the ground into a mght state, and not 
plongh it when itis wet enough to smooth 
on the mould-board, and make it lumpy and 
hard. Ploughing ought to be done, when 
will fall perfectly mellow and pulvenzed 
from the plough, and then it is in a attuation 
to-attract the properties from the atmosphene 
air, that are necessary for the growth of the 
vegetable kingdom 
Deep ploughing will bold moisture the 
longest The cause of the growth of the 
vegetable hingdom is heat and moisture 
When a sufficient quantity of the old veget- 
ables are decomposed, it will attract the 
properties of the atmospheric air, whichis 
necessary fer the growth of the plints Cut 
a piece of wheat 17 its most thrifty state, and 
have itexposed to the heat of the sun, at will 
not evaporate or dry out any more in twenty- 
four houra than it would standing the same 
time: to look atitin this way, you can realize 
hetter the amount of moisture thatis neces 
sary for its growth The greater the heat 
the faster it will grow, if ıt has moisture 
enough. In hot weather, when your wheat 
cr corn grows the fastest, the leayes will roll 
in the heat of the day and will sireighten cut 
inthe eyening. The reason cf its leaves rell 
ing, 1s, thitit evaporates faster than it can 
driw aia nourishwcnt, (or we may say cat) 
When tie heat of the day 1s past, then it cas 
draw its neorishmevt faster than it evapo 
rates, and its leaves will straighten out

that your wheat wants the greatest care, 
3g about the time thatit is headmg out, und 
be careful to give at all the strength that you 
ean about the time that tt blosso-ns, that ev- 
ery blossom may hold its kernel, and not 
blast. { think thatafithas suficient strength 
and nourishment at this ime, we can hive a 
hundr.d or mere kernels in a herd, and that 
will be the way to get 1 large crop 

In the States, all that we could do to se- 
cure a good crop was to prepare the soil as 
well as we could, and trust to ihe rams It 
is not so here. wehave a rich soil, and the 
tanın our hands; and whatis there to lunder 
our setting as large crops as we can wish for? 

It is not the tallest wheat that produces the 
most to the acre- where the straw is very 
thick and tall, it prevents the heat getting to 
the ground so as to warmit enough to make 
Y fillas well To obviate this diMculty, do 
not feed if as much as it will eat, let the 
leaves be a little more rolled, er not sh aight- 
en out so soon after the heat of the day 1s 
past The more nourishment you give it, 
the less it will roll, because it 1s continually 
feeding wiele if as evaporating, (when it can ) 
Short straw does not pievent hayme large 
heads, there are as many places for the grains

franc, the manner of commun catmg the mo- 
tive power to the float, &e , Ihave only been 
abie to testat m a small way—the float bang 
but about eighteen inches long, but shill sof-

The principal difficulty in the way of wrial

some parts of Sweden gieat dep- 
redations are committed by bears, 
which issue from their haunts and 
destroy the flocks and herds of 
the farm houses and villages.— 
When such depredations fall se- 
verely on any particular locality, 
the peasantry assemble together 
inlaige numbeis, and, extending 
themselves in a line, beat through 
that part of the forest in which 
the ‘grisly monsters’ are supposed 
to be. The bears, aroused by the 
shouts and firing with which the 
proceedings are accompanied, col- 
lect themselves together some- 
tumes to the number of twenty, 
and the hunters thea combine 
their foices, and make a simulta- 
neous attack on the general ene- 
my. Hunted in this way the 
bear soon pays the penalty of his 
misdotugs; but when attacked by 
a single huntsman, he often meets 
with better fortume, for, should 
the latter miss bis amm, or strike 
any other part of the bear but the 
head, the eniaged beast rushes ou 
him, and woe betide him if he 
but get him in his grip. In the 
noithein part of Sweden, howev- 
er, the peasant issues forth un- 
daunted in pursuit of the bear — 
Sometimes he takes with him 
two or thice small dogs, which, 
when the bear is found, divert ms 
attention by barking around hun, 
and the hunter is enabled to ob- 
{ain an eppoitunity of having a 
steady and ceitain aim at him — 
In this manner oftentimes a peas- 
ant will destroy six or eight of 
these anmals.
